HAD BEEN BISHOP OF KEN- 
TUCKY POI rOKTY ONC YEAR 

Louisville, September 1» — The 
Right Rev. Wm. Oeorgw MeOIos- 
key, Bioiiop of ;!)'• CnHiolic Dio- 
cese of Kentucky, aud the oldest 
Catholic Bishop of the United 
States, both in ase and in point 
of continuous service, died today 
of the ailments iucident to old 
ago. Tbo Bishop was in his 80th 
year. He has been tlie lir>ad of 
the Kentucky Diocese for forty- 
000 years and waa honored and 
loved by Catholics and Protes- 
tants alike. For some time the 
Bishop has been in feeble health 
and performed his dntiea with 
some difficulty. 

Bishop McUloskey was ordain- 
ed a priest at New York m 1842 
and became assistant pastor of 
the Church of the Nativity in 
that city. When the American 
Colletre in Konii' "v is founded by 
I' )peuPiuH IX , Dr. McClo)«key 
was selected for the positiou of 
President. Hi> filled the plaee 
with nl)ility for more than twon- 
ty-tl ree years^ Wbeu uvacaucy 
was eamod iw l^toeky by the 
death of Bishop Lavialle, Dr. 
Mc(yloskey wai nominated for 
the place, aud waa consecrated 
Bishop of Looisvillo, March 34, 
1808.

Prog industry >n France. 

It Is In France tliat the Iiok \.a!i 
llrst generally used for food, and It Is 
in that country that tbe industry of 
frog farming has been most largely de- 
veloped. Tbe grsoB frog eilata abua- 
dantly throughout Fraaoo wherever 
there are marahea, ponds or sodgy mar- 
gins of rivers or bays that coataia 
fresh or slightly brscklsh water. 

Tbe best outfit for frog raisiog is 
one or more shallow ponds or reser- 
voirs tilled with grasses and other wa- 
ter )>lHriIs. it should lie so situated 
that the water can be partially drawn 
off so as to facilitate the labor of 
cutcblnii. If, as Is often tbe case, the 
pond already aboiigds in frogs, thsy 
are simply protected ssd left for a 
year or two to propagate. If food doss 
aot prove abaadant the owaer tbrowa 
is livo earthvorsBB, as the frog is a 
carnivoroua animal aad prolsra ibe 
food, whether worms. feu'vSe or laaeets, 
ri' t-ii icud In normal, living condition.
